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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Communication(s) 

1. This office action is in response to the RCE filed on February 13'^, 2009. Claims 1-17 are 
now canceled. Claims 1 8-35 are now pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103(a) rejections to claims 18-35 have been withdrawn in light 
of applicant's amendment filed on 10 June 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 18-35 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or 
suggest the claimed method (see claim 18) for transmitting data signals in the communication 
system with access organized on the distributed basis to the access medium using a plurality of 
transmission modes, comprising, among other limitations, the novel and unobvious limitation of 
"wherein the pilot signal comprises a request for a physical expansion, . . ., calculating, by the 
receiver, an assignment table . . .; transmitting the assignment table . . ., wherein the assignment 
table comprises acknowledgement data for the physical layer expansion ... to the transmitter." 
structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in a manner as recited in 
claims 19-30. 
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Substantially regarding clairn 3 1 , the prior art of record also fails to show the method for 
transmitting data signals in the communication system with centrally organized access as the 
same manner set forth in claim 18, structurally and fimctionally interconnected with other 
limitations in a manner as recited in claims 32-35.
